LAWS  OF  TEE  UNITED  STATES, 

Pasted  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Th'rty- 
cighth  Congress. 

[PUBLIC— No.  161.1 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  trade  on  the  Rod  River  of 
the  North. 

£(3oftftnue</.J 

Sec.  15.  ini  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there 
shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
for  choice  of  directors,  to  bo  holden  at  such  time 
and  place,  under  such  condition,  and  upon  such 
notice,  as  the  said  company  in  their  by-laws  may 
prescribe;  and  said  directors  shall  annually  make 
a report  in  writing  of  their  doings  to  tho  stock- 
holders. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
said  company  shall  have  at  all  times  the  free  and 
unintorrupt  d use  of  tho  roadway.  And  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  unnecessarily 
obstruct  or  impede  the  passage  on  or  over  said 
railway,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  shull  injure  or 
destroy  thecars,  depot  stations,  or  any  property 
belonging  to  said  railway  company,  the  person 
or  porsous  so  offending  shall  forfeit  aud  pay  for 
every  such  offence  the  sum  of  five  collars,  to  be 
recovered  and  disposed  of  as  other  fines  and  pen- 
alties in  said  cities,  and  shall  remain  liable,  in 
addition  to  said  penalty,  or  any  lo-a  or  damage 
occasioned  by  bis,  her.  or  their  act,  as  aforesaid; 
but  no  suit  shall  bo  brought  unless  commenced 
within  sixty  days  after  such  offence  shall  have 
been  committed. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  unless 
said  corporation  shall  make  And  complete  their 
-aid  railways  between  ttie  Capitol  and  Seven 
teonth  street  west  within  four  months  after  the 
company  shall  have  been  organized,  and  the  rail 
ways  on  the  other  routes  herein  described  within 
one  year  after  tho  company  shall  have  been  or- 
ganized, thon  this  act  shall  bo  null  and  void, 
and  no  rights  whatsoever  shall  bo  acquired  under 
it. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
aot9  and  parts  of  acts  herctoforo  passed  which 
are  inoonsistent  with  any  of  tho  provisions  of 
this  act  are,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  hereby 
repealed,  so  far  as  the  same  are  inconsistent  here- 
with. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each 
of  the  stockholders  in  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company  shall  be  individually  liablo  for  all  the 
debts  and  liabilities  of  said  company,  to  an  amount 
equal  to  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  such  stock- 
holders.  % 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
said  Railroad  Company  shall  keep  in  good  repair 
and  in  clean  condition  the  flagstones  or  cross 
walks  loading  to,  upon,  and  over  their  tracks  at 
the  crossings  of  the  several  streets,  which  in- 
tersect their  railroad,  rouioving  therefrom  snow 
and  ico,  as  well  as  mud,  dirt,  or  othor  annoyance; 
and  shall  further,  whenever  necessary  to  render 
such  crossings  dry  and  convenient,  raise  or  ele- 
vate tho  samo  sufficiently  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  adjust  tho  adjoining  pavement  60  as  to 
make  it  convenient  for  carriages  to  pass  said 
crossings. 

Sec  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  for 
oach  and  every  violation  of  tho  foregoing  pro- 
visions the  said  company  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
sum  not  less  than  fivo  dollars  and  not  more  tnan 
one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered, 
with  costs  of  suit,  on  complaint  of  any  person 
aggrieved,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion in  tho  District  of  Columbia.  Such  action 
may  be  prosecuted  in  tho  name  of  tho  city  of 
Washington,  and  one-half  of  the  penalties  re- 
covered shall  bo  for  the  use  of  the  city  of  W nsh- 
iugton,  and  tho  other  half  lor  the  use  of  tho 
complainant : Provided,  however,  That  any  party 
complainant  shall,  hqjforo  commencing  such 
action,  file  with  the  Cler!t  of  tho  Supremo  Court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  a bond  to  be  up- 
proved  by  the  clerk  of  tho  said  court,  with  at 
least  ono  surety,  to  be  approved  by  said  clerk, 
and  in  a penalty  of  ono  hundred  dollars,  con- 
ditioned that  the  complainant  shall  well  and  .ruly 
save  harmless,  and  indemnifying  the  Said  city 
against  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  charges 
which  shall  be  recovered  against  said  city  by 
reason  of  the  failure  of  tho  complain  int  to 
prosocute  or  maintain  his  said  complaint. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  if  further  enacted , That  the 
said  railroad  company  shall,  by  the  fifteenth  day 
of  January,  after  tho  completion  of  said  road, 
and  annually  on  or  before  that  day  thereafter, 
transmit  to  Congress  a fall  report  of  the  affairs, 
business  and  condition  of  the  said  company  for 
the  year  terminating  December  thirty-one  pre- 
ceding such  report,  and  such  report  shall  be 
signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  president  and  treasur* 
er  ot  the  company,  or  by  a majority  of  the  di- 
rectors, ond  shall  specify  tho  following  items: 
First,  capital  stock,  fixed  by  charter.  Second, 
oapital  stock  subscribed  and  actually  paid  in  cash. 
Thiru,  Dividends  made  to  stockholders  on  tho 
capital  stock  of  the  company,  and  when  mado. 
Fourth.  Total  capital  stock  at  the  termination  of 
the  previous  year.  Fifth.  Funded  debt  of  the 
company,  and  in  what  way  secuied.  Sixth. 
Floating  debt  of  the  company.  Seventh.  Total 
indebtedness  of  company  exclusive  of  capital ; 
cost  of  road.  Eighth.  Total  cost  of  rails,  chains, 
spikes,  and  other  iron  u ed  in  construction. 
Ninth.  Total  cost  of  ties,  stringers,  and  other 
w od  or  timber  used  in  construction.  Tenth. 
Cost  of  paving  stone,  gravel,  and  other  material 
used  in  construction  not  above  enumerated . Elev- 
enth. Cost  of  labor  in  the  construction  of  the 
road.  Twelfth.  Cost  of  engineering  and  salaries 
paid  to  officers  and  ugents  of  the  company,  and 
discount  or  interest  paid  on  loans.  Thirteenth. 
Amount  expended  in  repairs  of  road;  cost  of 
equipment.  Fourteenth.  Number  and  cost  of 
cars.  Fitteenth.  Number  of  horses  or  mules 
used  in  the  service  of  the  road,  and  cost.  Six- 
teenth. Cost  of  harness  and  other  appointments, 
seventeenth.  Cost  of  tools  and  fixtures,  in- 
cluding furniture  of  offices.  Eighteenth.  Cost  of 
real  estate  and  improvements  thereon  by  the 
company  ; characteristics.  Nineteenth.  Total 
length  of  roads,  measured  as  single  track,  in- 
cluding switches  and  turnouts.  Twenti  th. 
Weight  and  character  of  rail.  Twenty-first. 
Number  of  passengers  o^rried  during  the  year. 
Twenty-second.  Average  number  of  passengers 
per  trip.  Income  of  road.  Twenty-third.  Total 
receipts  from  passengers.  Twenty-fourth.  Total 
receipts  from  other  sources,  and  what  sources. 
Expenses  of  operation  and  maintenance  of  road. 
Twenty-fifth.  Amount  of  salaries  paid  to  officers 
of  the  company.  Twenty -sixth.  Amount  paid  to 
employees,  with  too  number  each  of  clerks,  con- 
ductors, drivors,  station  keepers,  and  laborers.

Amount  of  dividend  paid  during 
tho  preceding  year  in  cash,  and  dividends  in 
stock  to  stockholders  and  por  centnge  o each. 
Thirtieth.  Incroaso  of  capital  stock,  if  any  during 
the  year.  Thirty-first.  Numberof  personskilled 
or  seiiously  injured  on  the  road  during  tho  pre- 
vious year,  and  tho  cause  thereof. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company,  when  said  road 
is  completed,  to  have  prepared  tickets  for  passage 
on  their  cars,  and  to  keep  them  at  their  office  for 
s ilo  by  the  package  of  twenty -five  or  over  at  the 
rato  of  twenty-five  for  the  dollar.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Potomac  Ferry  Com- 
pany. 

lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  Henry  D.  Choke,  John, 
B.  Hutchinson,  H.  C.  Fahnestock,  Thomas 
Clyde,  and  William  B.  Hatch,  and  their  asso-  . 
ciatos  and  eucceoisors,  or  a majori  y of  them,  are  • 
hereby  created  and  constituted  a body  politic  and  • 
corporate  by  the  narao  and  style  of  flu;  Potomac  1 
Ferry  Company. 


Soc.  2 And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  bo  loss 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  nor  more 
than  fivo  hundred  tnousand  dollars,  *.o  be  divi 
ded  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  A»<f  be  it  further  enacted.  That  said 
company  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  estab- 
lish and  run  a lino  or  lines  of  vessels,  propelled 
by  stoam  or  othor  power,  b twoen  the  cities  of 
Alexandria  and  Washington,  and  other  ports  in 
the  fctate  of  Virginia,  on  the  Potomac  river, 
Cbesapeako  bay,  or  tho  tributaries  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  said 
company  is  also  authorized  to  purchase,  hold, 
and  grant  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  tho  purposes’  of  thi-*  act,  ana 
to  build  all  necessary  docks,  wharves,  and  build 
ings  thereon  for  their  own  use;  may  transport 
passengers  and  freight  of  every  description,  sub- 
ject to  tho  rules  and  regulations  and  laws  of  the 
United  Stutos;  may  sue  aud  bo  sued  ; may  have 
a common  seal,  and  generally  may  have  and 
possess  therightsand  privileges  usually  possessed 
by  similar  corporations. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  tho 
affairs  of  said  company  shall  bo  managed  by  such 
officers  as  the  stockholders  in  general  meeting 
shall  elect  and  such  agents  as  may  be  appointed 
by  the  board  of  directors.  Tho  persons  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a majority  of 
them,  may  call  a meeting  of  the  stockholders  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  said  company,  at  such 
timo  and  place  as  they  may  determine  upon,  af- 
ter advertising  the  time  and  place  of  such  meet- 
ng  for  ten  days,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  city  of  Washington.  The  officers  of 
said  company  once  elected  sh  ill  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  tho 
said  board  of  directors  may  make  all  necessary 
rules  and*  by-laws  for  the  transfer  of  tbo'Stoea 
and  the  general  jnanag*  meat  of  tho  business  of 
said  company ; and  each  stockholder  in  said 
company  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all 
claims  against  the  Fame  at  the  time  such  claims 
accruo. 

Soc.  7.  ‘And  be  if  further  enae'ed,  That 
this  act  shall  bo  enforced  from  the  passage  there- 
of. 

Soc.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Con- 
gress may  at  any  time  hereafter  alter,  amend,  or 
repeal  this  aot«

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  levy  court  of  Washington 
county,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  levy 
and  collect  its  portion  of  the  direct  tax  impos- 
ed by  tho  act  of  Congross  of  August  five,  eight- 
teen  hundred  and  sixty-one. 

11c  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hones  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  the  levy  court  of  Washing- 
ington  county,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  col- 
lect, in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  taxes  in 
said  county  of  Washington  are  loved  and  collect- 
ed, a sunt  sufficient  to  pay  tiio  county’s  propor- 
tion of  the  direct  tax  imposed  on  ihe  District  of 
Columbia  by  the  act  of  Congross  approved  August 
five,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  the  ex- 
pense and  cost  of  collecting  the  same  that  the  aggro, 
gate  ol  said  direct  tax  imposed  by  tho  act  afore- 
said shall  be  distributed  and  apportioned  between 
the  cities  of  Washington  ami  Georgetown,  and 
that  part  of  said  county  of  Washington  lying 
outside  the  limits  of  said  cities,  according  to  the 
assessed  valuation  of  property  made  in  the  juris* 
diction  of  each  by  the  assessment  last  prior  to 
tho  dato  of  the  passage  of  said  act  of  August 
five,  eighteen  hundred  aud  sixty-*  nc.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  tho  Corporation  of  Wash* 
ington  to  levy  and  oollect  the  direct  tax  im- 
posed by  act  approved  August  five,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty.ono. 

lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled , That  tho  Corporation  of  the  city 
ot  Washington  bound  thoy  arc  hereby  authorized 
to  assess  aud  collect  a lax  not  exceeding  the  rate 
of  fiftoen  cents  ou  every  ono  hundred  dollars  of 
the  value  of  all  real  and  personal  property  in  said 
city,  and  on  any  and  all  other  subjects  of  taxa- 
tion as  made  and  returned  by  tho  Board  o As- 
sessors of  said  city,  to  enable  the  said  Corpora- 
tion to  pay  tho  Government  of  the  United  St  »tci 
the  tax  imposed  by  act  approve^!  August  five, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one:  Provided,  That 
any  surplus  that  may  accrue  from  tho  imposition 
of  the  tax  as  herein  provided  shall  be  deposited 
and  applied  to  the  use  of  the  general  fund  of  tho 
said  city  of  Washington.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where 
a plat  and  survey  have  already  becen  approved 
or  corrected  by  one  of  tho  district  courts  of  the 
baited  Statos  for  California,  and  an  appeal  from 
the  decree  of  approval  or  correction  has  already 
been  taken  to  the  Supremo  Court  of  tho  United 
States,  tn.'  said  Supremo  Court  shall  have  jur- 
isdiction to  hear  and  de:ermine  the  appeal.  But 
where  1 m such  decree  of  approval  or  correction

1 r:o  said  < ireuitcourt  shail  havo  power  to 
affirm  or  levers©  or  modify  the  action  of  the  dis 
trict  court,  or  order  tho  caso  back  to  the  survoyor 
general  for  a new  survey.  When  the  caso  is  or- 
dered back  lor  a new  survey,  the  subsequent  sur- 
vey of  tho  surveyor  general  shall  be  under  tho 
supervision  of  tho  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office,  and  not  of  the  district  or  circuit  court 
of  the  United  States.

general  of  California  shall,  in  compliance  with

The  Line  drawn  at  Cliicnco  bctwivt 
Treason  and  Patriotism. 

The  Chicago  Convention  (ns  the  Baltimore 
Clipper  says)  has  done  that  for  which  all 
loyai  men  should  be  glad — it  has  established 
the  position  of  almost  every  prominent 
sympathizer  with  treason  in  the  land,  so 
that  henceforth  no  honest  supporter  of  the 
Government  in  its  conflict  with  traitors  need 
be  misled.  From  the  time  the  great  traitors 
in  Congress  seized  their  per  diem  and  left 
Washington  tb  take  their  place  in  the  rebel 
armies  and  councils,  there  were  those  left 
behind  whose  business  it  was  to  retain  offi- 
cial positions  for  the  purposed  embarrass- 
ing the  Government,  and  in  every  way  pos. 
sible  to  aid  treason  by  showing  of  patriotism. 
Vallandigham , Cox,  Voorhees,  the  two 
Woods',  Brooks  and  various  others  who 
might  be  instanced,  have  been  unceasing  in 
their  treacherous  endeavors,  not  to  mention 
Breckinridge  even,  who  lagged  behind  Jeff. 
Davis  in  the  Senate,  and  ventured  with  the 
vilest  treason  in  his  heart,  to  take  Baltimore 
on  his  way  to  Dixie,  for  the  purpose  of  ha- 
ranguing our  people  as  to  their  duty  in  the 
great  crisis. 

But,  thank  Heaven,  all  that  is  done  with 
now.  Up  to  this  period  in  the  great  conflict, 
there  has  been  no  wholesale  test  like  this  of 
the  coming  Presidential  election,  to  tear  the 
mask  from  the  foul  lineaments  of  treason. 
With  no  call  to  take  that  final  stand  which 
places  such  men  as  some  of  these  namedf 
prominent  on  one  side  or  the  other,  they 
have  hitherto  skulked  behind  questions 
concerning  doubtful  infringements  of  the 
“constitution,"  they  have  brawled  loudly  of 
devotion  to  human  rights,  of  the  need  of 
restricting  power  in  the  hands  of  our  rulers. 
And  whilst  they  could  discourse  fluently 
enough  upon  the  tyranny  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  in 
taking  needful  measures  to  prevent  the  Gov- 
ernment from  being  overthrown,  they  had 
not  a word  of  condemnation  for  the  murder- 
ous assailants  who  have  clamored  of  the  need 
of  laying  Washington  in  ashes,  and  of 
subjecting  the  country  for  years  to  come  to 
conflicts  as  deplorable  as  those  which  visit 
it  now. 

We  say  again,  the  sitting  of  the  Chicago 
Convention  has  had  the  effect  of  making 
everything  plain  for  the  future.  Covetous  ol 
the  possible  rewards  of  treason,  and  blinded 
by  political  rancor  to  such  a degree  as  to 
prevent  them  seeing  the  defeat  and  disgrace 
invited,  every  prominent  traitor  in  the  loyal 
States  hurried  to  the  treasonable  gathering, 
made  haste  to  ranj_e  himself  on  the  side  of 
those,  who,  after  the  old  manner,  were  ready 
to  bow  in  the  dust  before  the  cotton  lords  of 
the  South.  Stimulated  unduly  by  the  noise, 
the  tumult  of  the  occasion  ; inspired  by  the 
music,  the  presence  of  other  enemies  of  the 
Government,  and  emboldened  by  the  license 
permitted,  free  scope  was  given  to  treason- 
able expressions,  no  scruple  prevented  most 
of  them  from  given  vent  to  the  enmity  of 
the  Government  which  lurked  in  their 
hearte. 

The  result  of  all  this  is  before  the  country. 
One  of  these  choice  spirits  intimates  that 
the  assassination  of  the  President — “the 
infamous  Lincoln,"  should  surprise  nobody, 
wonders  that  the  Executive  and  ‘ those  of 
his  Cabinet  who  have  ordered  outrageous 
military  arrests  should  be  allowed  tocttinber 
the  green  earth  I”  Another,  in  certain  con- 
tingencies, undertakes  to  pledge  his  State  as 
against  the-Governraent  “to  the  biggest  fight 
the  world  ever  saw  1"  “Tyrant!”  “usurper !“ 
“despot  1”  “felon  !"  were  the  mild  appella 
lions  dealt  in  when  speaking  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States;  and  one  reverend 
copperhead  ventured  to  inform  his  delighted 
congeners,  that — -“as  sure  as  God  lives  there 
is  a knife  in  preparation  that  will  sever  his 
(Mr.  Lincoln's)  political  head  from  his  leau, 
lank,  lying  political  body"— that  he  had 
“petit  larceny  written  all  overhis  body,  from 
the  crown  of  his  head  to  the  sole  of  his  loot." 

And  these  are  the  men  who  ask  to  be  en- 
trusted with  power,  and  who  propose  to  re- 
form the  Government;  these  are  they  for 
whom  the  American  people  are  expected  to 
give  up  those  who  have  been  their  defenders 
against  a bloody  and  vindictive  rebellion 
South,  and  who  have  thwarted  treason  in 
the  States  of  the  North. 

We  say  we  are  glad  to  have  the  lines  at 
last  drawn  betwixt  treason  and  patriotism, 
so  that  he  who  runs  may  read.  And  if  the 
American  people  allow  themselves  to  be  de 
ceived  hereafter  as  to  the  purposes,  the  evil 
purposes,  of  any  of  these  men,  it  will  be 
their  own  fault.  Whatever  may  have  been 
General  McClellan's  record,  even  supposing 
that  his  conduct  had  in  the  past  savored 
more  of  the  inspiration  of  honest  patriotism 
that  it  was,  the  very  fact  that  he  has  shown 
himself  willing  tolte  made  the  instrument 
of  a vile  and  treasonable  faction,  determines 
his  position  and  his  fate.  The  head  and 
front  at  last  of  a gang  of  disorganizers — of 
men  who  for  their  endeavors  to  cripple  the 
government  in  a life  and  death  struggle  for 
preservation,  deserve  the  condemnation 
of  all  loyal  men,  ho  has  pronounced  his 

own  deserved  sentence— his  future  mutt  be 

theirs. 

Then  we  say — in  conclusion — -let  all  pa- 
triots, all  true  lovers  of  their  country  rally 
to  beat  back  the  disorganizers,  who,  to  ob- 
tain power  propose  to  punish  the  true  champ 
ions  of  the  nation’s  unity  for  their  devotion 
to  it;  and  as  the  sequel,  would  bring  about 
disunion  and  endless  war  upon  the  ultima- 
tum of  the  infamous  traitor  who  presides  at 
Richmond  amidst  the  frightful  ruin  he  has 
oreated.  Let  him  not  extend  his  evil  influ- 
ence hither  to  league  with  domestic  traitors, 
for  our  destruction.  The  Chicago  Conven- 
tion has  made  the  duty  of  all  patriots  plain 
—let  every  one  be  prepared  to  strike  a Anal 
blow  for  the  integrity  of  the  Government. 


How  our  Captive  Soldiers  Kegard  the 

Chicago  Platform — Treatment  of  the 

Prisoners. 

The  following  ietter  from  a.  Federal  pris- 
oner at  Charleston,  is  published  in  the 
Washington  Chronicle: 

Charleston,  S.  C.,Sept.  6,  1864. 

Having  established  an  “underground,”  I 
trust  this  will  reach  you.  It  is  the  result  of 
careful  observation,  long  experience,  and 
unrestrained  intercourse  with  the  officers 
now  prisoners  of  war  in  this  city. 

Use  your  own  judgment  in  giving  it  pub- 
licity ; at  all  events  correct  the  false  state- 
ments made  by  our  enemies  North  and 
South,  that  we  sympathize  in  the  peace 
movement  now  on  foot  at  the  North,  and 
condemn  our  government  in  not  accepting 
such  terms  of  exchange  as  that  father  of 
lies,  Robert  Ould,  sees  fit  to  propose.  It 
may  also  serve  as  an  indication  of  the  send 
ment  of  the  whole  military  and  naval  pow- 
er of  our  people,  tor  when  we  reflect  that 
there  is  not  a brigade  in  our  army,  not  a 
squadron  of  our  navy,  and,  strange  to  say, 
not  a State  of  the  original  thirty-four  but 
what  is  here  represented,  it  is  not,  in  my 
judgment,  assuming  too  much  to  claim  that 
the  opinions  and  language  of  these  officers 
may  be  accepted  as  the  index  of  the  feel- 
ings, wishes  and  intentions  of  the  army  and 
navy. 

Kccpiug  in  mind,  also,  that  this  body  of 
men  is  composed  of  the  veterans  of  1861, 
pupils  of  Buell  in  the  West  and  McClellan 
in  the  East,  and  of  all  subsequent  levies,  it 
will  surely  be  granted  that  no  collection  of 
men,  with  the  same  degree  of  intelligence 
and  experience  in  the  modus  opcrandi  and 
practical  results  of  this  war,  can  be  found. 
In  these  premises,  1 will  give  you  the  pre- 
vailing, 1 may  say,  the  unanimous  senti- 
ments of  one  thousand  United  States  offi- 
cers. 

Walk  with  uie  through  the  prison;  you 
mark  the  eager  discussion  going  on  in  little 
groups,  while  the  Charleston  Mercury  pass- 
es quickly  from  hand  to  hand  ; that  paper 
costs  a dollar;  it  contains  the  Chicago  plat 
form. 

Here  is  a croup  of  Western  men — Hoos 
iers,  Wolverines,  Buckeyes,  Logan's  Egyp 
tians,  Rousseau's  Kentuckians,  Carters 
Tennesseeans — men  who,  from  Cairo  to  the 
Gulf,  have  redeemed  the  Father  of  Waters; 
have  redeemed  five  States,  and  whose  broth 
ersin  arms  are  todavdriving  Hood's  shattered 
column  from  out  Northern  Georgia,  occupy- 
ing the  “Gate  City"  ol  the  South.  Listen  to 
that  big  cavalryman  who  rode  with  Grierson 
He  is  now  on  the  second  resolution,  which 
says  we  have  “failed  in  the  experiment  of 
war."  “That  is  a lie.  It  was  an  experi 
ment — it  is  not  now.  Does  not  the  conquest, 
as  well  as  the  reorganization  of  the  States 
we  have  passed  through,  prove  that  the 
present  policy  toward  the  rebels  must  result 
in  certain  success?  No,  gentlemen,  the  fel 
low  that  penned  that  resolution,  and  the 
men  that  voted  for  it,  never  felt  the  glorious 
flush  of  victory,  never  felt  the  gratitude  ot 
liberated  thousands;  never  knew  the  reality 
of  our  triumphs.”  This  man  was  getting 
rather  eloquent  when  a Buckeye  from  Val- 
landigham'a  district  blurted  out,  “I  don’t 
care  for  your  liberated  thousands,  but  the 
resolution  is  an  insult  to  everv  man  in  the 
Western  army,  and  I would  like  to  ‘experi- 
ment’ on  every  whipped  dog  that  voted  for 
it.” 

These  men  seem  belligerent,  and  1 would 
advise  the  perpetrators  of  that  resolution 
not  to  mingle  much  in  western  military  cir- 
cles. 

There  is  another  group — officers  of  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac — one  of  whom  says : 
"1  tell  you,  gentlemen,  the  Chicago  platform 
has  rather  got  ua  on  the  ‘experiment’  ques- 
tion. We  have  fooled  around  Richmond 
three  years  and  have  not  got  it  yet  ; but  I 
do  think  it  is  very  mean  of  Gen.  McClellan 
to  twit  us  with  it;  we  fought  for  him,  we 
loved  and  trusted  him ; and  now  he  has 
deserted  us,  utterly  oblivious  of  the  fact  that 
he  had  more  to  do  with  the  unsuccessful 
experiment  of  war  than  any  maD  on  the 
American  continent.”  Now  listen  to  that 
Jack  Tar.  He  helped  to  cut  the  chain  at 
Fort  Jackson,  and  has  caught  torpedoes  in 
every  river  of  the  southwest.  "Confound 
that  resolution;  how-  old  Farragut  will  swear 
when  he  finds  the  Chicago  Convention 
calls  him  whipped  ! No,  sir.  Jack  knows 
better.  We  always  have  whipped  the  Rebs, 
and  intend  to  keep  it  up,  although  it  is 
mighty  hard  to  he  legislated  out  of  our 

grog”' 

So  much  we  have  heard  and  not  yet  a die 
senting  voice;  and  in  this  resolution,  which, 
in  our  judgment,  contains  the  whole  policy 
of  the  Chicago  platform,  there  is  but  one 
sentiment  among  our  officers  here.  It  is 
that  of  indignant  contempt  for  the  men 
who  frankly  own  to  an  enemy,  a hundred 
times  beaten  and  chased  by  us,  that  we  are 
whipped,  that  we  cannot  succeed,  that  five 
millions  have  beaton  twenty-three  millions. 
We  ask  our  friends,  those  who  regard  our 
honor  and  our  feelings,  not  to  make  any 
such  admission  for  us.  We  are  satisfied 
with  our  success,  and  will  yet  restore  our 
Union,  meting  out  to  Rebels  the  just  punish 
ment  of  war 

We  regard  this  same  platform  as  a peace 
platform.  Why  ? Because  all  Rebeldom 
have  hailed  it  as  such.  South  Carolina  has 
even  claimed  to  be  the  birth-place  of  Gen. 
McClellan,  in  honor  of  his  principles.  We 
regard  the  movement  as  an  ignominious  en- 
deavor on  the  part  of  the  disloyal  of  the  old 
Democratic  party  to  regain,  at  the  hand3  of 
Rebels,  the  miserable  pickings  ot  former 
days,  uninspired  by  one  throb  of  patriotism, 
by  one  manly  or  gallant  thought.  No,  geu 
tlemen  of  the  Chicago  Convention,  one 
thousand  United  States  officers,  representa- 
tives of  the  men  who  this  hour  are  preser- 
ving our  country,  spit  upon  you  and  your 
resolution,  fling  back  your  false  and  taunting 
insult,  laugh  at  your  hypocritical  whine 
about  suffering  prisoners.  None  of  your 
“sympathy"  is  requested. 

We  do  not  doubt  for  a moment  you  would 
like  to  see  Hood  and  Leo  reenforced  by 
thirty  five  thousand  exchanged  men,  and 
have  it  credited  to  humanity;  but  we  rather 
prefer  to  wait  till  the  new  levies  are  in  the 
field,  till  these  thirty-five  thousand  can  be 
counterbalanced.  We  have  suffered;  we  can 
suffer,  when  we  deem  it  for  the  interest  of 
our  cause. 


Judge  Kelly  on  Gen.  Naglee. 

The  anti-Union  papers  are  publishing  a 
letter  from  Gen.  Naglee  to  Judge  Kelly,  filled 
with  false  statements  and  misrepresents 
tions.  They  will  not  have  the  honor  to 
publish  the  following  response  of  Judge 
Kelly  : 

Philadelphia,  Oct.  3,  1864. 

Mv  Dear  Sir  : My  attention  has  been 
called  to  a letter  bearing  date  the  27th  ult., 
which  you  have  done  me  the  honor  to  ad- 
dress to  me  through  the  public  journals,  in 
which  you  say : 

“Our  acquaintance  and  alt  of  the  relations 
that  have  ever  existed  between  us  are  confined  to 
two  or  three  accidental  meetings,  at  one  of  which 
you  were  pleased  to  refer  to  the  lasting  impres- 
sion made  upon  you  when  a poor  boy  by  the 


kindness  of  my  father,  who  always  took  you  by 
tho  hand  and  gave  you  cheering,  friendly  words 
of  encouragement  and  advico.  You  were  pleased 
to  acknowledge  to  tho  son  tho  kind  and  valuablo 
influences  received  by  you  from  tho  father,  and  to 
proffer  your  friendly  services  whonov-r  they 
would  bo  acceptable.’’ 

You  will  pardon  me,  General,  if  I limit 
“the  relations  that  have  existed  between  us" 
to  one  casual  meeting  which  took  place  in 
the  office  and  presence  of  my  venerable  aud 
distinguished  friend,  Eli  K.  Price,  Esq.  I 
do  not  remember  to  have  had  a word  of  in- 
tercourse with  you  on  any  other  occasion. 
On  that  occasion,  I mentioned  that  our 
fathers  had  been  friends,  and  told  you  that 
in  the  office  of  the  prothonotarv  o'  the  court 
of  which  I was  a judge,  your  father  had 
recognized  me  by  my  likeness  to  his  early 
friend,  my  father.  That  was  the  only  time 
I remember  to  have  seen  him,  but  I shall 
ever  remember  the  pleasant  words  he  spoke 
of  my  father  who  died  during  my  infancy 

The  public  will  estimate  the  gratitude  I 
owe  you  for  this  pleasant  incident;  but  it 
was  not  to  notice  your  personal  allusion  that 
I took  my  pen. 

A ou  then  proceed  to  quote  a few  senten- 
ces from  the  report  in  the  Press,  on  the  23d 
ult.,  of  my  remarks  at  the  meeting  in  Com 
cert  Hall  the  evening  previous,  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  extract  you  say,  "Now, 
my  dear  sir,  this  statement  is  simply  (alee, 
and,  on  the  part  of  your  friend,  Mr  Edwin 
M.  Stanton,  maliciously  false.” 

The  extract  you  cite  is  as  follows  : 

“It  got  out  that  tho  President  was  determined 
to  havo  tho  army  moved,  and  it  was  found  that 
General  McClellan  had  no  plan;  and  hero  I may 
state  that  we  owe  the  Peninsula  campaign  to 
those  distinguished  Senators,  Latham  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  Rice  of  Minnesota,  and  a brigadier  in 
the  column  of  Joseph  Hooker.  Hon.  McClellan's 
plan  was  concocted  by  others,  and  put  into  bis 
hands.  It  was  agreed  on  in  a council  of  war. 
That  plan  was  submitted  to  the  President.  It 
was  submitted  in  the  presence  of  Secretary  Stan- 
ton. Stanton  put  them  through  a strict  course  of 
examination.  One,  Gen.  Blenker,  owned  that  he 
did  not  understand  the  plan,  but  would  sustain  it, 
as  be  thought  bo  bad  to  obey  the  mandates  of  his 
chief.  Gen.  Naglee  was  one  of  those  presont, 
and  Stanton  observed  that  he  had  but  one  star. 
“Sir,”  said  Mr  Stanton,  “you  have  no  right 
horol”  “I  am  represen'ing  Gen.  Hooker,”  said 
he.  It  was  afterwards  found  out  that  General 
Naglee  was  absent  without  leave,  and  that 
Fighting  Joo  Hooker  knew  nothing  of  tho  coun- 
cil. (Applause.”] 

The  report  from  which  you  clip  this  ex 
tract  does  not  purport  to  be  verbatim — nor 
was  it  full.  I have,  however,  no  special 
exception  to  lake  to  the  passage  you  quote. 
It  embodies  a fair  statement  of  my  asser 
tion  so  far  as  it  goes.  It  refers  to  what  oc- 
curred during  the  first  week  in  March, 
1862,  and  must  follow  in  the  report,  which  I 
have  not  read,  my  statement  of  the  disap 
pointment  well  informed  men  had  experienc 
ed  in  the  last  week  of  February. 

I had  told  the  audience  of  the  hopes  en- 
tertained by  the  President,  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  leading  members  of  Congress,  of 
the  success  of  Gen  McClellan's  proposed 
surprise  of  the  rebels  on  the  line  of  Brents- 
ville.  You  doubtless  remember  that  the 
success  of  that  promised  movement  was  said 
by  the  General  to  depend  on  the  fact  that  it 
was  to  be  a surprise.  That  no  suspicion  of 
Iris  contemplated  movement  might  be  exci 
ted,  he  propose  ! that  instead  ol  constructing 
pontoons  or  hauling  them  thither,  he  would 
collect  in  the  canal  canal-boats,  of  which  to 
construct  a bridge  across  the  Potomac.  This 
he  did  at  his  leisure.  All  was  now  ready. 
“If  anything  was  wanting,  he  had  nobody 
but  himself  to  blame,”  as  he  himself  had 
said  The  morning  of  the  eventful  day  ar. 
rived,  and  lo!  a difficulty,  and  a difficulty 
which  to  the  eminent  engineer  commanding 
the  army  was  insurpassable.  It  had  never 
occurred  to  him  to  measure  the  outlet-lock 
through  which  the  boats  he  had  provided 
were  to  pass,  and  now  just  at  the  critical 
moment,  as  they  were  some  feet  wider  than 
the  lock,  they  obstinately  refused  to  pass 
through!  Was  it  not  vexatious?  I al-o 
told  the  meeting  of  the  puerile  excuses  for 
the  failure  which  he  offered  in  the  presence 
of  Hon.  Benj  Wade,  of  Ohio,  and  Andrew 
Johnson,  then  a Senator  from  Tennessee, 
and  that  he  in  their  presence  proposed  to 
make  another  effort  to  surprise  the  rebels 
over  a bridge  which  he  thought  could  be 
built  in  ten  days.  Those  who  heaid  me  will 
remember  all  this;  and  I am  quite  sure  that 
General  McClellan,  infirm  as  his  memory 
appears  to  be,  can  verify  all  my  statements 

I further  said,  in  substance,  that  this  fact, 
following  the  incident  of  the  stove-pipe  at 
Munson’s  Hill  and  the  wooden  guns  at 
Manassas,  had  exhausted  even  the  Presi- 
dent's stock  of  patience;  hut  that  be  had, 
in  the  kindness  of  his  heart,  determined  to 
give  Gen.  McClellan  a chance  to  redeem 
himself  from  utter  ridicule,  aud  had  given 
him  ten  days  in  which  to  propose  a plausi 
ble  plan  of  campaign.  It  was  then  that  I 
said  he  had  no  plan,  and  that  when  several 
of  the  promised  ten  days  had  passed  he  was 
still  without  a plan. 

At  this  point  of  time,  my  dear  General, 
you  come  upon  the  scene,  and  I reaffirm  all 
that  I eaid  of  you.*  Without  attempting  to 
reproduce  the  language  of  my  address,  I 
reaffirm  this,  not  on  the  authority  of  one 
whom  I am  proud  to  call  my  friend,  Hon. 
E M.  Stanton,  but  of  one  whose  word  you 
ought  to  accept,  as  he  was  a graduate  of 
West  Toint,  a brigadier  general  of  volun 
teers,  and  enjoyed,  in  an  eminent  degree, 
the  confidence  of  General  McClellan,  then 
Commander-in  Chief  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States. 

Indeed,  my  dear  General,  he  was  com- 
manding a brigade  under  Gen.  Hooker  in 
lower  Maryland,  which  I think  was  vour 
position  when  you  received  a communication 
from  a Democratic  Senator,  Mr.  Laiham,ot 
California,  which,  though  I cannot  give  you 
its  precise  language,  let  you  know  that  Gen. 
McClellan  was  in  danger  of  removal  because 
he  had  stipulated  to  submit  a plan  of  cam- 
paign within  a certain  number  ol  days,  and 
wotiid  be  removed  if  he  did  not,  and  reques 
ted  you  to  hasten  to  Washington.  1 am 
quite  sure,  my  dear  General,  that  you  will 
not  deny  this,  nor  that  in  pursuance  of  that 
communication  you  did  hasten  to  Wash- 
ington, and  were  chagrined  at  finding  that 
Mr.  Latham  had  left  tor  New  York. 

Nor  further,  that  you  found  a letter  from 
him  awaiting  you,  in  which  he  regretted  that 
duties  in  connection  with  the  Pacific  Mail 
service  imperiously  demanded  his  presence 
in  New  York  on  that  day.  It,  however,  re 
ferred  you  to  another  Democratic  Senator, 
Mr.  Rice,  of  Minnesota,  and  told  you  to  con- 
fer freely  with  him,  as  you  would  have  done 
with  the  writer,  as  he  understood  thedelica 
cy  of  the  General's  situation,  and  might  be 
conferred  with  frankly  and  safely.  Now, 
I say  again,  that  I aiu  sure  you  will  contra- 
dict none  of  these  statements,  and  ask  you 
how  my  valued  and  honored  friend,  the 
Secretary  of  War,  could  have  given  me  these 
facta,  which  were  meant  to  be  so  confiden- 
tial ? My  other  asseriions  of  how  you  pro 
posed  the  plan  of  the  Peninsula  Campaign, 
and,  as  politicians  say,  “packed"  a council 
of  war,  are  all  equally  true  and  well  known 
to  you.  You  cannot  escape  by  artfully  sug- 
gesting that  each  ol  the  twelve  generals  who 
attended  that  council  was  entitled  to  but 
one  star.  Eleven  ot  them  commanded  di- 


visions It  was  cal  1 as  a council  of  divis 
ion  commanders,  yet  Henrv^M.  Naglee, 
commander  of  a bri;  ade,  was  there  on  the 
flimsy  pretence  that  it  was  not  as  easy  to 
summon  his  division  commander,  Gen. 
Hooker,  as  it  was  to  communicate  with 
him  Now,  my  dear  General,  let  me  ask 
you,  in  all  candor,  were  you  not  reported 
as  absent  without  leave  on  the  day  on 
which  that  council  met,  or  arc  the  records  in 
error  ? 

Perhaps  1 have,  by  this  time,  excited  vour 
curiosity  as  to  the  sourco  from  which  I deriv- 
ed such  minute  and  accurate  information. 
If  so,  I will  gratify  you.  All  this  informa- 
tion came  to  me,  not,  as  you  assume,  from 
Hon  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  but  fiom  you. 
Henry  M Naglee.  late  Brigadier  General  of 
United  States  Volunteers.  On  the  night  ol 
the  29th  of  March,  1862,  you  went  in  the 
cars  from  Broad  and  Prime  streets  to  Wash- 
ington. Do  you  not  remember  the  buoyancy 
with  which  you  related  all  this,  and  how 
you  exulted  in  the  success  of  the  artifice  in 
which  you  had  been  so  prominent  an  actor? 
My  dear  General  your  campaign  had  not 
then  been  tested,  but  now  that  the  result  is 
before  us,  do  you  not  cower  before  the  ghosts 
of  the  brave  thousands  who  were  slowly 
murdered  by  the  malaria  of  the  Clricka- 
hominy? 

The  gentlemen  to  whom  you  addressed 
your  conversation  on  the  night  of  the  29th 
of  March,  1862,  were  Messrs.  George  H. 
Moore  and  George  W.  Hacker,  of  this  city, 
and  if  you  revealed  your  secrets  so  publicly 
that  others  could  not  avoid  hearing  them, 
you  must  not  wonder  that  they  have  pub 
lished  them  freely.  I refer  you,  and  any 
who  may  doubt  mv  statement,  to  Messrs. 
Moore  and  Hacker,  both  of  whom  are  well 
known  in  this  city. 

But,  sir,  you  have  boasted  to  others  also 
of  the  success  Messrs.  Latham.  Rice,  and 
yourself  had  in  constraining  the  President  to 
retain  Gen.  McClellan  in  command.  You 
know  Gen  Gilman  Marston,  and  donl  tless, 
remember  the  lact  that  you  and  he  travelled 
some  time  later  from  Fortress  Monroe  to 
Washington  together,  he  being  at  the  time 
in  command  of  a regiment  ol  New  Hamp- 
shire Volunteers  Do  you  not  remember 
how  fully  you  detailed  to  him  all  the  facts 
I have  recited?  I do  not  doubt  that  you 
then  spoke  the  truth  ; the  collateral  facts 
prove  that  you  did  But  if  error  there  be, 
it  is  you  who  are  responsible.  Gen.  Mars- 
ton is  a brave  and  truthful  man.  I know 
him  well,  and  cheerfully  refer  any  of  our 
military  friends  to  him  for  proof  that  you 
are  yourself  the  author  of  the  story  you 
wantonly  ascribe  to  tho  Secretary  ot  War, 
and  denounce  as  “maliciously  false."

A wealthy  planter,  the.owner  of  valuable 
‘‘chattels,''  and  well  knowii  as  a rebel  con- 
servative, who  intends  to  vote  for  McClellan 
and  Pendleton,  had  a fat  and  muscular 
negro  who  was  conscripted  His  owner  de- 
termined to  provide  a substitute  for  him, 
mounted  his  horse,  rode  into  Covington,  and 
for  $350  engaged  an  Irishman  to  go  as  a 
substitute,  but  without  informing  him  tor 
whom  Taken  to  the  Provost  Marshal's 
office,  sworn  in,  provided  with  a uniform  and 
paid  off,  the  Irishman  then,  for  the  first 
lime,  ascertained  whom  it  was  lie  was  to 
represent  in  the  army.  It  is  said  his  wrath 
and  profanity  exceeded  all  hounds,  but  it 
was  too  I ite  to  back  out,  and  he  was  sent  to 
quarters.  The  Kentucky  conservatives  who 
oppose  the  conscription  of  negroes  on  this 
side  of  the  Ohio,  who  object  to  arming  the 
negroes,  evidently  value  a negro  higher  than 
an  Irishman  Rather  than  see  a negro  free 
they  would  drive  the  whole  Irish  population 
into  “slaughter  pens.” 


flSyThis  picture  of  the  national  sacrifice 
invited  by  General  McClellan  is  vivid  and 
striking.

in  length  hv  six  hundred  in  breadih,  we 
have  an  army  in  every  State  of  the  Confed 
eracy,  and  a majority  of  them  under  our 
control ; we  have  every  stronghold  taken 
from  them,  except  Mobile  and  Charleston 
and  Richmond;  and  notwithstanding  all 
this,  we  are  asked,  as  if  we  were  a set  of 
poltroons,  to  disgrace  ourselves  to  the  latest 
generation  of  mankind,  to  sacrifice  every- 
thing we  have  fought  for,  and  that  is  worth 
living  for,  and  make  all  the  world  say  free 
government  is  worthless;  that  it  cannot 
take  care  of  itself.  God  Almighty  in  Hea-

Col.  Vick  after  the  Rebels. 

We  have  a letter  from  Greenville,  Ken 
tucky,  dated  October  10,  giving  some  in- 
formation of  the  movements  of  the  forces 
under  Col.  S C.  Vick,  of  the  First  Battalion, 
Southern  Kentucky  Bramlelte  Guards  We 
extract  the  following  : — 

On  the  25th  September,  Col . Vick  started 
on  a scout  in  the  tradewater  country.  While 
siarioned  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Caldwell  county, 
Capt  J.  S.  Lewis  captured  several  notorious 
guerrillas.  He  then  started  to  return  to 
Greenville,  by  the  way  of  Providence,  Web 
ster  county.  When  he  reached  that  place, 
he  learned  that  Lieut.  Col.  Soree,  of  the 
rebel  Col.  Johnston's  command,  was  lying 
in  ambush  waiting  for  him.  Capt.  Lewis 
immediately  selected  sixteen  ol  his  best 
mounted  men,  and  a aried  out  to  find  the 
rebels.  After  travelling  seven  miles,  he 
found  Lt,  Col.  Soree,  and  attacked  him. 
Altera  brisk  engagement  of  a few  minutes, 
the  rebels  fled,  Capt.  Lewis  and  his  men  pur 
suing  them  two  miles,  and  brought  on  another 
fight,  in  which  four  of  tho  rebels  were  killed 
and  seven  wounded,  and  a number  of  hats, 
caps,  blankets,  and  hedquilts  captured. 
Capt.  Lewis  acquitted  himself  gallantly  as  a 
soldier  and  an  officer,  and  his  men  acted 
splendidly  through  the  whole  affair. 

This  whole  conu'y  is  yet  infested  with 
bands  of  guerrillas  I have  just  received 
reliable  information  that  two  hundred  guer- 
rillas took  possession  of  Madisonville  eariy 
this  morning  (tho  10th  ;)  and  then  moved  in 
[he  direction  of  Ashbysburg,  on  Green  River  I 
They  are  commanded  by  Major  Powell,  and  j 
are  well  armed  Ii  is  reported  that  they! 
captured  several  reciuii.-t  for  the  Forty  eigtii  I 
Kentucky,  Colonel  F S.  Johnson,  and  have  : 
murdered  several  new  recruits  for  the  Federal 
service.

Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  nrm9,  wc  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation’s 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  tho 
surest  means  of  securing  a lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  are  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a majority  arc  with  us.
